2. All young men and women who have attained the age of 


21 since Nov. 2,1948, or who will reach the age of 21 on or before 
November 7th, 1950. and have not registered must do so at once. 


3. All registered voters who have changed residence from 


one location to another within the same precinct or from one 
precinct or township to another within the county must have 
registration transferred to new location by making application 
at the County Clerk's office in person. 


4. Registration cards cannot be transferred from one county 


to another. When a registered voter moves from one county 
to another, they must register anew in the county where they 
now reside. 


5. Any registered voter who changed his or her name by 


marriage or otherwise is required to register anew. 


6. All men or women who have been discharged or are still 


in military or naval service must register unless they had reg- 
istered prior to entering service or while in service, and their 
address is the same as when previously registered. 


7. Qualifications of a voter are that they must be citizens 


(native born or naturalized), of the age of 21 on or before No- 
vember 7th, 1950. a resident of the state for one year, the county, 
ninetv days, and the election precinct, thirty days and REGIS- 
TERED. 


8. There will be one day for registration in every precinct in 


the County, in case vou are unable to do so at the County Clerk's 
office before, and that date is Tuesday, October 10th, 1950, from 
6:00 A. M. to 9:00 P. M. 


9. Remember. Tuesday. October 10th. 1950. is the last day 


to Register or make transfer, if necessary, at your Toting Pre- 
cinct or at the County Clerk's Office. Registration automatically 
closes 28 days prior to any election.
